pointi oiil the need for such campaign in our soc-' 
lety. We at the University arc very fortunate in 
being able to provide for ourfelves or to have 
some one else provide for ue. But we iiave seen 
for ourselves and know to be a fact that not 
everyone in our community is thus set up. There 
are' those who cannot provide for themselves. 
There arc those who need but cannot afford 
medical care. And so we could go on. 

Are we to forget those who by force of cir- 
cumstance are less well off than wc ? Surelv no 
one will be able to take such a calloused outlook. 
Surely everj'one will realise the service the char- 
ities perform. But these services require money — 
and we at McGill are being asked to contribute 
a small sum only once during the year so that in 
sonie small way we can help thoee who cannot 
help themselves. 

This year's campaign is being conducted by 
the Red and White society which has enlisted 
the aid of the various clubs, societies and clajs 
executives. The canvassers have been told that 
in a large measure the success of the campaign 

■ depends on their efforts. They have signified 
their intentions of doing all that they can to 
send the campaign over the lop by contacting 
everj' one on the campus and at Dawson.

Superb ViolaRecital 
ByWiUiamPrimrose 

A superb recital wai preaanted at McGlU on Fri- 
day evening, when WllHani Frlmroie, recognized at 
the world'a greateit violiat, was featured soloist in 
the third concert of the Student Subacrlption Seriei. 
Mr. Primrose gave a powerful and aympathetic rendi- 
tion of four major work*: a Concerto by Handel, a 
Sonata by Brahmi, the Mllhaud Sonata on I8th Cen- 
tury melodiei, and a Suite by Bloch. Throughout the 
recital hit playing never varied from Its high stan- 
dard, alwayg powerful, and characterized by a rich, 
deep, vibrant tone that tilled the hall. Technical tklll 
was combined with deep feeling; every mood was 
followed and every lelecUon received its own apeciàl 
interpretation. 

Every taste in music was gratified. From the 
■lately Handel to the lavage Bloch, Mr. Primroie 
caught the spirit of the mualc. The Bloch Suite was 
perhaps the high point of the evening, ai the depth 
and tragedy of the piece suited the violiit'* powerful, 
intente playing. But equally imprettiva wu the grace 
and timing of the Mllhaud Sonata, and the technical 
akill of Paganini'a Caprice number 34, one of the 
encores. 

The four encore* Included the Paganini Caprice 
a Beethoven aclectlon, two of the' gay and popular 
San Domingan dances^^or^Arthur,. Benjamin, and 
following this, in coniîrait.'^â'slow moving Litany by 
Schubert. David Stlrmer at the piano provided an 
excellent and sympathetic accompaniment, especially 
in the Bloch Suite. 



Mr. Primrose hat played at McGlU in IMO. Re' 
wat then on hit f irit concert tour aa viollit, with the 
London String Quartet. ^Ve have already told the 
ttory of haw Mr. Primroie came to take up tha viola. 
He had been playing it along with thé violin, whan 
in 1B30 the viollit of the London String Quartet fell 
ill while on a North American tour. A telegram wai 
tent, and Mr. Prinu'ote came to thi* continent. And 
on that very firtt tour he played at Moyte Hall. 

A charming and gracious parson, Mr. Primroie 
delighted thi* reporter by ramembarlhg the name of 
the hall, and Uie dite of the appearance. In view of 
hit momentoui and brilliant career tince, that it a 
feat of memory. Mr. Frimroae added tt>at he alwayt 
liked playing for tinlvertity audieneei. The itudcnts 
were alert, intereated, and receptive. 

Many of the atudent* travelling to Europe this 
summer will be able to hear Mr. Primroie play at the 
Edinburgh Music Festival. Although Uie deUiU have 
not (wen tettled yet, the Fettival will last about three 
weekt, and Mr. Primroie will be playing— every day 
—from about August 28 to September 2 or 3. He will 
do tome tolo work. T^e Walton Viola Concerto has 
definitely been decided on— the reat of the program 
is not yet determined. 

Alio at the Edinburgh Feitival, Mr. Primroie will 
play what he likes belt, chamber mutic. A quartet 
will be arranged, with Joieph Szigeti playing the 
violin, and Arthur Schnabèl at featured pianiit. Mr. 
Primrose had hi* own quartet, before the war. Hi* 
performance- of the Mozart Trio "Divertimiento in 
E Flat Major" ha* been racorifcd hy Victw, with 
Arthur Rubinitein and Emmanuel Feuermann. Alto 
recorded- hat been hit interpretation of Dohnanyl't 
--Sérénade in C Major" with Emmanuel Feuermann 
and Jaacha Heifetz. 

The management of the Student Concerta are to 
be congratulated on bringing Mr. Primroie to McGill. 
We hope he will pay ua a third vitit, very loon, to 
delight ut again with his inimitable playing of the 
viola.
